Committee Issues Denial 
The committee denied that 
the G. I. bill giving govern- 
ment grants to returning mil- 
itary personre!l for further ed- 
ucation,is a proper ,constitu- 
tional precedent to give grants 
for parochial school pupils. 
“We hope,” said the commit- 
tee, ‘that the application of 
the welfare concept of ‘aid to 
the person’ would be judged 
as unconstitutional by the ad- 
ministration, by the law mak- 
ers, and by the courts, as a 
device for distributing public 
educational funds.”’ 


The Committee made a clear 
distinction between loans to 
church institutions that are on- 
ly banking operations ahd loans 
that are clearly “aid’’ to re- 
ligion. The pronouncement call- 
ed upon Congress to settle the 
question of loans on the basis 
of the desirable extent of the 
government's participation in 
the banking business: — 


“Churches and church oper- 
ated institutions can be free 
only if they’ carry forward 
their programs on the basis of 
their own concern,’’ the com- 
mittee pointed out. This warn- 
ing was issued im the face of 
Many proposals fo¥ the govern- 
ment to aid church institutions 
indirectly through the means 
of tax deductions and credits. 


Powerlessness 

“Historically, a spiritual 
powerlessness has come upon 
churches when they have be- 
come tools for the use of public 
policy or government,’’ the 
Committee cautioned. 

The committee further point- 
ed out ‘‘strange inconsistency” 
in the recent plea of the Roman 
Catholic bishops for aid to'their 
schools. 

“Having stated their view- 
point regarding aid to the per- 
son for Roman Catholic paro- 
chial students, they used this 
premise as grounds for asking 
institutional loans. This self- 
contradition indicates that they 


‘| are really aiming not at hona 


fide ‘loans’ but at credit re- 
lations which involve immedi- 
ate or future ‘aid.’ ” 





Baptists Praise 
JFK’s Position 
On Church-State 


WASHINGTON — (BF) — 
President Kennedy was praised 
by a Baptist group here for his 
stand on separation of church 
and state. 


The Baptist Joint Committee 
on Public Affairs meeting in 
semi-annual session approved 
a resolution in which it ex- 
pressed agreement with the 
president's interpretation that 
federal aid to parochial schools 
is in violation of the constitu- 
tion. 

Supporting the public school 
system of the nation the Bap- 
tist committee objected to fed- 
eral aid to parochial schools 
as “unwise, undesirable, and 
unfavorable to. our best na- 
tional interests.” 

“Such aid would be a dis- 
service to freedom and just-

WASHINGTON — (BP) — 
A Baptist Committee and the 
National Council of the Church- 
es of Christ are agreed in their 
support of the public school 
system and in opposition to 
federal aid to parochial 
schools. 

The Bapij 
on Public’ Affairs in its semi- 
annual meeting here expressed 
“commendation and approval’’ 
of recent action of the General 
Council of the National Council 


of Churches which addvessed | 


itself to the principle of ‘tpub- 
lic funds for public schools.” 


While standing for the right 
of churches to establish non- 
public schools, the National 
Counci§ “pronouncement said 
that it is the responsibility of 
all citizens to share by taxation 
in the support of public schools 
for the genera] education of all 
children. 


On the other hand the Na- | 


tional Council said that the 
non-public schools ‘‘cannot ful- 
fill the responsibility of the 
whole society for educating all 
children.” The council further 
said that to encourage the de- 
velopment of the parochial 
school system for the nation 
“would be tragic in its results 
to the American people.” 


Favored Welfare Service 


The Council favored welfare |

services, such as 
medical services, lunches, and 
other distinctly welfare er- 
vices to all children, “what- 
ever school they may be at- 
tending, provided such ser- 
vices are identifiable by recip- 
ients as public services, and 
the expenditures are adminis- 
tered by public authorities re- 
sponsible w the electorate.”

Most Specific Statement 


The President : discussion. at 
his press conference on aid. to 
parochial schools was by far 
the most extensive and most 
specific statement that he has 
made since the election last 
fall. There is no indication that 
he is wavering in his campaign 
but the opposite 
seems to be true — that he is 
taking an even more strict po- 
sition than was anticipated. 

The Baptist Committee said, 
“The tirne has come for Con- 
gress to settle this question of 
‘loans’ on the basis of the de- 
sirable extent of the govern- 
ment’s participation in the 
banking business. To insert a 
‘loan’ provision into an ‘educa- 
tion aid’ bill is to confuse two 
separate but important, public 
issues.”’ 

The Baptist statement evalu- 
ated the request of the Roman 
Catholic bishops for Federal 
loans for their schools not as 
bona fide loans “but as credit 
relations which involve imme- 
diate or future aid.”’ 

Make Competition 

Federal aid to parochial 
schools would put the govern- 
ment in competition with the 
public school system of the 
several states, according to the 
Baptist Committee. Thus a 
Federal-parochial system of 
schools would ‘“‘represent ar 
‘obvious violation of separaticn 
of church and state.” 


Opposition to Federal aid to 
non-public schools was express- 
ed by the Baptist Committee, 
among other reasons, because 
of the fragmentation effect it 
would have on the educational 
system of the nation. Under 
such an arrangement there 
would be bound to come schools 
which ‘‘could be listed as Fed- 
eral-Baptist schools, . Federal- 
schools, Federal-
